A child slapped in the face, 
for little or no reason at all, is injured thereby in a manner that may last 
a life-time. It is humiliated, though it doesn’t know it in those terms. 
I know' a man who held a life-long resentment—and almost hatred— 
for his father, because that father opposed his one ambition to be an artist, 
and to follow' out his great love for art. Through misunderstanding, his 
spirit was broken and his life happiness deeply hurt, for there was noth­ 
ing that he more desired, than to follow' his art inclination. 
We all think different thoughts. Our viewpoints are all different— 
though they may point in the same direction, or be differently expressed. 
To humiliate a person for the way he wishes to think or wishes to bring 
out his personality in his work, is to kill all influence w'ith th a t person. J 
Many of us are never conscious of our influence until it is brought abrupt­ 
ly to our at ten ton that we have lost it! 
Try never to humiliate. Most of us know how it feels to be humiliated 
by some one else, so that we really ought not to bel admonished. 
But it 
seems to be the fashion of us humans to do many things at the wrong 
time, thinking th at it is the right time and the right thing! 
It is easy to humiliate an ignorant person, but his feelings are hurt 
none the less for that reason. Perhaps the wound cuts deeper in such a 
one for there Is not the fortified experience and knowledge that an intelli­ 
gent and informed person possesses. 
I wonder if w'e can have within us a finer purpose than th a t of ever 
harboring the will to understand other people so as never to humiliate 
them.
